Van Hise, "there has been a great out- 
cry iu regard to. high taxes and espe- 
cially in regard 
to the income tax. 
Suppose it were necessary to take 10 
percent of income derived from your 
invested 
capital, simply to pay the 
interest on the national debt, without 
taking 
into 
account 
the 
further 


amounts for interest 
on 
municipal 
and other local debts and Sor sinking 
funds for national and 
local 
debts; 
and then you were obliged to pay in 
addition, directly or indirectly, taxes 
sufficient for all 
of the running ex- 
penses of the 
government, national, 
state and local, you will then be in 
the situation in which are the people 
of the United Kingdom, Germany and 
France, even it the war were now to 
end; and if it continues another year 
or so, as it may possibly do, the above

FIELO DURING THE WAR 


TOCOMPILE FIGURES

statistician. The man who is fond 
of figuring out what given circum- 
stances will produce in all sorts of 
occasions began his calculatons

After the few 
months passed he began to figure on 
a year, and again he had to revise his

The most intricate problem tfat he 
has been working on is what will be 
the total destruction in value of the

months of the war France had lost

ance and disabling of producing men.

FEDERAL CONTROL 


OVER ALL PROJECTS 


FOR FLOOD CHECKS 


At Drainage Congrew Urge Govern- 


ment Action Or Interstate Agree- 


ment In Fighting Water 


Overflow.

Cairo, 111., Jan. 20.—A plea for fed- 
eral or at least inter-state supervision 
of all flood control projects and a 
conclusion 
that 
slate 
legislatures 
should not attempt Ito solve engineer- 
ing problems in connection therewith 
were voiced 
before 
the 
National 
Drainage congress here today by Ed- 
ward F. Bohm of Cleveland, a mem- 
ber of the executive committee of the 
congress and an authority on conser- 
vation questions. 


Mr. Bohm devoted most of a lengthy 
paper to an exposition; of Ohio's pecu- 
liar flodd problems and to a review 
of recent legislation which he helped 
frame in that 
state. He said 
the 
floods of 1913 created a "determined 
effort to encompass the -prevention of 
flood ravages" and added that the 
resulting Ohio conservancy act mark- 
ed the T'flrst profound legislative at- 
writ upon thfc part-of 4n> of Re- 
states east of the Missouri river to 
cope with a problem 
which 
every 
year is becoming of graver and more 
vital importance." 
Later he pointed 
out ,that Tennessee has adopted the 
Ohio provisions bodily, that Indiana 
has done BO with some modifications 
and that New York and Pennsylva- 
nia have enacted laws designed to 
further the same objects. 
"That flood damage over a wide 
area of the United States is becom- 
ing every year a more prepsing prob- 
lem is conceded (by every'one-famil- 
iar with the subject," said Mr. Bohm. 
"That its importance from a nation- 
al standpoint is not overlooked is man- 
ifest from the increasing pressure up- 
on the federal congress in support of 
tho Ne\vlands River Regulation Act 
and similar measures. 
Were this act 
upon the federal statute books, the 
matter of federal co-operation with 
the states would he advanced. 
California is .determined to hasten 
the solution of its problems of flood 
control, according to a paper written 
by V. c: McClatchy, president of the 
state's reclamation board, and read 
here today before the .National Drain- 
age congress. 


Work In California. 
"Partly with the idea of hastening 
solution of these problems and the 
construction of the necessary works, 
California has created a State Water 
Problem Conference," said 
I\lr. 
Mc- 
Clatchy. 
"This confereice has been 
instructed to report 
qn November,

unified policy with reference to irriga- 
tion, 
reclamation, 
water 
storage/! 


flood 
control, 
municipalities 
and 
drainage, with due regard lo the 
needs of water power, mining and 
navigation;" 


Mr. 4\IcClatchy said California has 
four great problems in ,-flood control. 


He pointed out that one of these, 
thg problem of the Colorado river, 
involves "International complications 
and he indicated that permanent so- 
lution of it would depend largely upon 
the attitude taken by Mexico in future 
treaty negotiations. 
"Under the existing 
treaty," 
he 
said, "Mexico declines to permit di- 
versions from the stream or ita trib- 
utaries < which may impair navigabil- 
ity on the eighty mile stretch flowing 
through her territory; and In case of 
revision of the treaty she will demand 
such division of the waters aa will 
provide for ample irrigation of Mexi- 
can lands." 


Ne well's Address. 
Discussing "Federal Legislaion," F. 
H. Newell, head of the engineering 
department'tof the University of Illi- 
nois and former Chief, of-the United 
States Reclamation 
Service, 
today 
told that rational legislation for flood, 
protection and 
the 
reclamation 
of! 
swamp and 
overflowed lands 
will 
come when all of the various persons 
interested join hands to urge it upon 
Congress. He said in part: 
"A hundred million dollars, in round 
numbers, have been expended by the 
United 'States in 'reclamation 
work 
since the Reclamation Act went into 
effect. 
The operations are confined 
.by law to the far western states and 
relate primarily to needs of agricul- 
ture in the arid or drought stricken 
regions. Inseparably connected with 
this, however, has been the building 
of drainage ditches to take away an 
excess o£ moisture and to regulate 
the supply. 


"Now 
the question may well be 
asked as to why this Act 
was not 
made applicable to lands which pre- 
sented even greater needs and oppor- 
tunities, namely, those along the prin- 
cipal rivers in the central part of the 
United States or near the eastern sea- 
board. 


"The answer is two-fold. First, 
the primary reason-was the original 
intent to reclaim public 
lands 
by 
means of the .proceeds from the dis- 
posal of such lands; and 'second, be- 
cause of the united effort of the 
far 
western people in standing together 
for a definite purpose. 
It is obvious 
that little or nothing can be accom- 
plished except by concerted action. 
Conditions are now simiar to those 
which prevailed before the passage of 
the Reclamation or Newlands Act. A 
few far seeing, earnest men 
were 
then actively at work, but the great 
.body ot the so-called 'practical poli- 
ticians' were skeptical regarding the 
impoitance of the bill. 


"The federal government already 
mas in the Reclamation -Service an 
effective organization 
of engineers i 
who have built some of the largest i 
WOI-KS of water control in the coun-' 
try. 
It also has in the department 
of Agriculture a body of expert ad- 
visors on farm drainage and on the 
work of drainage 
organization
